Mukden, Manchuria, Feb. 10.—The 
city of Kaiping, province of Chili, was 
subjected to a severe1 bombardment by 
the revolutionary troops. 
According 
to the latest reports, the town is 
in 
flames. 
The attacking force of Re 
publican troops brought 12 heavy field 
guns into action and for several hours 
fiercely shelled both the city and the 
fortress. Twenty-three officers belong 
ing to the garrison of the city were 
executed by the general in command 
without trial on suspicion of collusion 
with the revolutionary commander.

Com ptroller M akes Changes 
Regard­ 
ing Voluntary Liquidations. 


Washington, Feb. 10.—'To protect 
creditors of national banks which go 
Into voluntary liquidation, Comptroller 
of the Currency Murray changed the 
practice of his office so that, such in 
stltutlons will be supervised

is paid. In future, 
the comptroller announced, a bank de 
string to go Into voluntary liquidation 
must appoint a liquidating agent 
or

New Illuminating Pistol Has Advao 
tages Over Searchlight for 
Night Attacks. 


During the recent ex tended m aneu­ 
vers of tho German arm y there were 
many night attacks, in which use was 
made of the newly introduced illumi­ 
nating pistols. 
According to the new regulations, 
these are to b o employed wherever 
the configuration of the land makes 
their use preferab le to that of the or­ 
dinary searchlight. 
The 
m achinery 
necessary for the use of tho latter 
device is very inconvenient, and espe­ 
cially in rolling and otherwise diffi­ 
cult country, where the main m aneu­ 
vers tako place, it cannot b o used to 
advantage. 
The illuminating pistols 
have not this disadvantage, as they 
are easily transported. 
Further, the searchlight is useless 
In valleys and deep-lying plains, as 
their rays shoot over these and leave 
them apparently in still deeper shad­ 
ow. 
For this reason, such 
valleys 
serve as ex cellent covers 
at 
night 
against the searchlights. 
The illumi­ 
nating pistols have done away with 
this advantage of shelter, as tlie cart 
ridges which they throw light up the 
deepest and darkest gullies. 
There are two different sorts of car­ 
tridges, producing respectively white 
and red light. 
The white ones nerve 
for signaling purposes b etween widely 
separated 
commands 
or 
divisions, 
even 
where 
the 
distance 
b etween 
them is several kilometers, 
T^ie illu­ 
minating cartridges develops a light 
that makes everything 
within 
200 
m eters (650 feet) visib le, and lasts 
eight to ten seconds.—Scientific Amer­ 
ican.
